Jennifer Voit’s “Autumn Ride” 
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Housing Fund Passes in 3 Fast End 
Towns, Shelter Island Too Close to Call

E ast End voters approved a proposal to create 
a new real estate tax to form the Community 
Housing Fund that will enable local governments to 
financially support affordable housing projects. 

The referendum passed in three of the five Twin 
Forks towns but is trailing by a thin margin on 
Shelter Island, where absentee ballots are still being 
counted. Riverhead did not have the measure up for 
a vote, but can choose to do so in the future. 

The CHF enacts a 0.5% real estate transfer tax on 
property sales. 

“I am thrilled that voters have tackled the afford- 
able housing crisis head on by approving the Com- 
munity Housing Fund,” said Assemblyman Fred W. 
Thiele Jr. (D-Sag Harbor). “The sustainability of our 
community depends on providing affordable hous- 
ing for all members of our community. The referen- 
dum approval provides a new and important tool in 
the toolbox to provide our local families with new 
housing opportunities.” 

The idea is modeled after the Community Pres- 


ervation Fund, which created a 2% real estate tax 
20 years ago that enables local governments to pre- 
serve open space. 

Town of East Hampton voters passed the measure 
by the greatest margin: 66% to 31%, followed by the 
Town of Southold with 58% to 41% and the Town of 


’ Southampton with 53% to 46%, according to unof- © 
ficial Election Day tallies from the Suffolk County — 


Board of Elections. 

On Shelter Island, the referendum trailed 881- 
889, although at least 78 absentee and affidavit bal- 
lots have yet to be counted. 

“From apartments to home ownership, we can ad- 
dress these needs across a broad section of the com- 
munity, both low income and moderate income,” 
said Southold Town Supervisor Scott Russell. “This 
is an essential component so we can retain a sub- 
stantial portion of our community who cannot find 
reasonable housing opportunities. We can make 
sure that, under a plan we are in the process of 
crafting, we can create affordable housing opportu- 
nities yet still comply with other goals stated in our 
Comprehensive Master Plan.”

Everytown for Gun Safety (everytown.org) 
was formed in 2013 for the purpose of educat- 
ing the public about the detrimental effects of 
illegal guns in order to reduce gun violence in 
the United States and to lessen the burdens of 
government by assisting local governments 
and law enforcement agencies in their efforts 
to develop effective policies that would combat 
illegal guns.

hinnecock Indian Nation advocacy groups are 

among three dozen organizations urging Gov. 
Kathy Hochul to sign into law a bill that would protect 
ancient burial grounds from excavation in New York 
State. 

The state Legislature passed in June the Unmarked 
Burial Site Protection Act, which would create a com- 
mittee to review the discovery of an unmarked grave 
on private land during construction and enact crimi- 
nal penalties if such a discovery is disregarded with- 
out alerting authorities. 

“Private developers have unfettered discretion to 
destroy these grave sites without fear of reprisal,” 
the Shinnecock Graves Protection Warrior Society, 
Shinnecock Warriors of the Sunrise, Shinnecock Kelp 
Farmers and others cowrote in the letter sent Novem- 
ber 15 to the governor. “If New York State can devise 
laws to protect wetlands and endangered species, 


should human remains command anything less?” 

The Empire State is one of three nationwide — the 
other two being New Jersey and Wyoming — that do 
not have a law in place to bridge the gap created in 
federal law, which does not address such discover- 
ies on private property. The Town of Southampton 
passed a law in 2020 that creates a review process to 
avoid disrupting burial sites, but the issue remains 
unresolved for the rest of the East End, Long Island 
and most of the state. 

Besides requiring a pause in construction, the act 
would also mandate a local coroner to be notified, 
involve a state archaeologist and give the state attor- 
ney general’s office authority to intervene. The mea- 
sure would also protect discoveries of mass graves 
in which African Americans and Revolutionary War 
casualties were anonymously interred. 

The bill is among about 400 reportedly awaiting a 
decision from Hochul by December 31. Any bills she 
does not sign by then will be automatically vetoed. 


Riverhead Gang 
Member Gets 27 
Years for Murder

reputed street gang member from Riverhead 
was sentenced November 14 to 27 years in fed- 
eral prison for the fatal shooting of a man while try- 
ing to kill a rival in 2015. 
Jason “Hov” Langhorn, an associate of the River- 
head-based Red Stone Gorilla subset of the Bloods, 


was also sentenced by U.S. District Judge Joanna 
Seybert to three years of supervised release, after 
he serves his 27 years, during the court appearance 
at Central Islip federal court. 

“Langhorn has been held accountable for his role 
in a heartless shooting that claimed the life of an 
unintended victim,” said Breon Peace, U.S. Attorney 
for the Eastern District of New York. 

Prosecutors said Langhorn and others were try- 
ing to kill a rival gang member when they fired 39 
shots into a vehicle in which the gunmen thought 
their intended target was sitting, killing Thomas 
Lacolla in Riverside on November 17, 2015. 

Langhorn pleaded guilty to firearms-related mur- 
der in August 2021. 
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What 
Happened to- 
the Hamptons 
Subway?

Ea have asked me why we no 
] 


onger publish the “Hamptons Sub- 


way Newsletter” in Dan’s Papers. It 
had appeared weekly in the paper for 
nearly 10 years. Originally, it was just a 
company newsletter published weekly 
by management with a small circula- 
tion for distribution to employees and 
riders. But in 2010, we at Dan’s Papers 
approached them and asked if we could 
reprint it in Dan’s to give it a boost. It 
would have a much wider readership. 
And we would do it to help promote 
their subway system. They were de- 
lighted. And so, we commenced to re- 
print the newsletter in our pages every 
week until 2018. 

However, that year, we noticed that 
the reporters who wrote the newsletter 
for the subway system had begun to put 
things in it that were totally untrue. For 
example, they rewrote the history of 
the subway. The truth is that Hamptons 
Subway was built in 1927 by a New York 
City builder named Ivan Kratz, using 
construction material he was stealing 
from the construction job he had won 
to build the Lexington Avenue 
subway line in Manhattan. 
He'd been trucking these 
hot goods to the Hamptons 
and, at first, was hiding it 
all in the woods here. Then, 
learning the feds were hot 
on his tail, he dug tunnels un- 
derground and put the materials 
out of sight. Then he had another idea. 
He'd use it to build an entire new sub- 
way system for the Hamptons. It was 
the perfect idea. The feds would never 
know this was stolen goods. And some- 
day in the not-too-distant future, when 
his prediction that many tourists would 
be coming out to the East End for visits, 
he'd unveil it. And open it for business. 
The Hamptons Subway would make 
him a fortune. 

In less than a year, the underground 
construction of the Hamptons Subway 
with all its tunnels, tracks, stairs, turn- 
stiles and platforms was completed. 
It had 24 stops in all. Unfortunately, 
before Kratz could open it, he was 
caught red-handed stealing more hot 
construction goods in Manhattan, and 
was arrested, tried, convicted and sent 
to prison. There, in 1956, he died. And

nobody ever knew there was an under- 
ground Hamptons Subway here until 
1995 when workmen, digging polluted 
dirt out of a superfund site in Sag Har- 
bor, hit the underground roof of the Sag 
Harbor station, and from there, after 
digging down through the ceiling, pro- 
ceeded along a wonderful underground 


journey to the discovery of it all. The | 


underground stations opened in 2001 
to great fanfare. And it’s been a popular 
mode of transportation since. 
Anyway, the bogus revi- 
sion about the founding of 
the subway debuted as a 
six-part television series 
in 2018, then subsequently 
as a six-part newsletter ac- 
count, in which Ivan Kratz is 
presented as an early environ- 
mental pioneer out to do good who gets 
tangled up with a corrupt Republican 
governor of the state of New York who 
sets him up, arrests him and gets him 
put away in the penitentiary. 

In another version of this history, 
published this time as a book (reviewed 
in the newsletter), Kratz is presented 
as an immigrant from Guatemala who 
snuck over the border years earlier to 
run drugs and kidnap young women for 
the sex trade to benefit a corrupt Demo- 
cratic mayor of the city of New York. 

Soon after that, another lie appeared 
in the newsletter. It said Kratz’s wife, 
Mildred, an early suffragist demand- 
ing that women get the right to vote, 
had been responsible for turning him 
in and then, in later years, after he was 
put away, ran in the 1946 Boston Mara- 
thon dressed as a man. And nobody 


ever knew. 

Then it was reported in the Hamp- 
tons Subway newsletter that experts 
had determined she'd actually won that 
marathon. Because of that revelation, 
the subway ordered a life-size statue of 
her holding a tennis racket (tennis was 


another sport she excelled at), which — 


was then taken down to the Southamp- 
ton platform to replace the statue of 
founder Ivan Kratz, now badly defaced 
and vandalized after it was reported in 
the newsletter that he’d had slaves build 
his subway systems all those years 
earlier. 

And there were more lies in the news- 
letter. One was that an entire television 
studio run by Russians was operational 
in a subway storeroom in the tunnel be- 
tween Southampton and Shinnecock, 
and, working closely with election de- 
niers provided by the Oath Keepers, 
was able to keep the truth of the results 
of the 2020 presidential election from 
getting out to the general public until, 
actually, January 6. : 


And finally, there were repeated 


bogus reports in the newsletter about 
the dangerous situation on the subway 
platforms where wild-eyed strangers 
from unknown foreign countries were 
to be seen not necessarily pushing peo- 
ple off the platforms but instead think- 
ing of pushing people off the platforms 
into oncoming subway trains, while the 
subway police looked the other way, 


pretending to fiddle with their body 


cams. 

The last straw was a claim that in the 
ladies bathroom on the Bridgehampton 
platform, a prominent Democratic can- 


didate for county executive, the previ- 
ously unknown sister of President Joe 
Biden, was running an abortion clinic 
where fetuses were being sold to the 
Aztec Indians in the Sinaloa province 
of Mexico in exchange for bitcoin. 

And so, in late 2020, we confronted 
the editors about all this. In reply, the 
editors said the newsletter was now 
getting millions of hits and no, they 
wouldn't stop publishing inaccurate 
material. So, reluctantly, we broke our 
long-term arrangement with them and 
ceased reprinting the newsletter in our 
pages. 3 

And the lies continue. Now the news- 
letter editors say in their pages that the 
newsletter can still be found in Dan’s 
Papers and if it cannot be seen when 
you look through the paper, it’s because 
the left-wing group Antifa is illegally 
taking it down every week, stomping on 
it, breaking our code and then blaming 
it on the Proud Boys. 

Through it all, the subway system 
continues to run, taking the overflow of 
passenger traffic formerly on the roads, 
trains and helicopters up top on the 
surface. 

But now, there is great news. We have 
just learned that Elon Musk is about 
to buy the “Hamptons Subway.” If this 
comes to pass and Mr. Musk uses his

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Midterm Mandate: Compromise Urged 
Amid Newly Split Congressional Control

rom the Hamptons to the Florida 

Keys, Republicans are poised to re- 
capture a majority in the U.S. House of 
Representatives, but the GOP fell short 
of flipping Democratic control of the 
U.S. Senate. 

Although pundits’ projections of a 
red wave of surging Republican voters 
turning out in opposition to Demo- 
cratic President Joe Biden came partly 


true, the results show Democrats were - 


also motivated to cast ballots following 
the controversial U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling that overturned Roe v. Wade, 
the decision guaranteeing abortion 
rights nationwide. With Congress split 
between both parties as a result, lead- 
ers on either side of the aisle will be 
forced to work together to pass legisla- 
tion, budgets and appointments. 
“We've got to focus on getting things 
done,” U:S. Senate Majority Leader 


Charles Schumer (D-NY) told report- 
ers after learning that Democrats will 
maintain their 50-50 split in the cham- 
ber with Vice President Kamala Har- 
ris serving as the tie-breaking vote. 
“That means we're going to have to 
compromise.” 

Democratic Senate control means 
the president’s allies in his own party 
will be tasked with confirming execu- 
tive branch nominees and judges, in- 
cluding for the U.S. Supreme Court, 
if there are any vacancies in the next 
two years. Democrats will be able to 


decide what bills to put on the Senate 


floor but Republicans have signaled 
they plan to use control of the House 
to bring oversight to the president po- 
litically ahead of the 2024 presidential 
election. 

Schumer said he intends to sit down 
with U.S. Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell (R-Ky.) and-try to 
find places to agree, even though 


the two men have traditionally had 
a frosty relationship. McConnell de- 
scribed the Democrats’ narrow win in 
the Senate as confirmation of a “closely 
divided nation.” 

U.S. Rep. Kevin McCarthy (R-Calif.), 
the GOP minority leader, is poised to 
take over the gavel from House Speak- 
er Nancy Pelosi (D-Calif.), although 
by a slimmer margin than many ex- 
pected. Helping push Republicans over 
the edge were not only red states like 
Florida, where the GOP flipped three 
House seats, but also blue states like 
New York, where conservative con- 
gressional candidates picked up seats 
in the New York City suburbs, includ- 
ing two on Long Island. 

“Tonight — not just here but across 
the country — was a message to Joe 
Biden, Nancy Pelosi and other powers 
that be that American voters want to 
stop the runaway spending that has 
driven up gas and groceries costs, 


secure the open border that is letting 


illegal drugs and weapons into our 
communities, stop relying on foreign 
nations, some of which are our ad- 
versaries, for oil, and stop coddling 
criminals at the cost of public safety,” 
said Nick LaLota, the Republican - 
congressman-elect for the East End 
of LI. “When I’m sworn in on January 
3, I'll work with the new Republican 
House Majority to bring responsible 
and transparent government back to 
Washington.” 

LaLota replaces outgoing U.S. Rep. 
Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), who, instead 
of seeking. re-election, ran a losing 
gubernatorial bid in a failed attempt 
to unseat Democratic Gov. Kathy Ho- 
chul. Zeldin got traction campaigning 
on a promise to address rising crime, 
but Hochul kept her job as the Em- 
pire State’s first female governor while 
reminding voters of Zeldin’s anti- 
abortion stance and defense of former

President Donald Trump: 
For his part, Trump waited a week 


- after Election Day to announce his 


Republican candidacy for the White 
House, setting up a potential rematch 
of the 2020 presidential election be- 
tween him and Biden. But the GOP’s 
less-than-expected midterm results 
put a damper on his declaration dur- 
ing a news conference at his Mar-a- 
Lago club in Palm Beach, where he 
has faced criticism that he is to blame 
for Republicans not winning more 
seats. 

“America’s comeback ‘starts right 
now,” Trump told cheering supporters. 

Another campaign is a remark- 
able turn for any former president, 
much less one who made history as 
the first to be impeached twice and 
whose term ended with his supporters 
violently storming the U.S. Capitol in 
a deadly bid to halt the peaceful tran- 
sition of power on January 6, 2021. 
Just one president in U.S. history has 
been elected to two nonconsecutive 
terms: Grover Cleveland in 1884 and 
1892.

Trump is also facing a series of in- 
tensifying criminal investigations, 
including a Justice Department probe 
into the hundreds of documents with 
classified markings that were discov- 
ered in boxes and drawers at Mar-a- 
Lago. His company was on trial for 
criminal tax fraud in Manhattan dur- 
ing the announcement and Congress’ 
has subpoenaed Trump to testify in its 
ongoing probe of the Capitol riots. 

Trump is hoping to stave off a long 
list of potential challengers, includ-

ing Florida Gov. Ron DeSantis, who 
cruised to reelection and is now be- 
ing urged by many in his party to 
run for president as well. Trump has 
already begun to lash out at DeSan- 
tis publicly and the Florida governor 
shot back, dismissing the criticism as 
“noise.” 

“At the end of the day, I would just 
tell people to go check out the score- 
board from last Tuesday night,’ De- 
Santis told reporters. 

Trump has tried to blame McCon-

nell for the GOP’s performance — and 
McConnell allies have criticized Rick 
Scott, the Florida senator who heads 
the Senate Republicans’ campaign 
committee. 

However, Trump has received the 
brunt of criticism for elevating candi- 
dates in states like Pennsylvania and 
Arizona who were unappealing to 
voters because they embraced:his lies 
about the 2020 election or held hard- 
line views on issues like abortion that 
were out of step with the mainstream. 
While Trump has the backing of the 
No. 3 House Republican, Rep. Elise 
Stefanik (R-NY), others were already 
moving on. Some were torn. 

U.S. Rep. Brian Mast (R-Fort Pierce), 
who is considered DeSantis’ closest 
ally in Congress yet received Trump’s 
endorsement for re-election and rep- 
resents the district that includes Palm 
Beach, has not indicated which way 
he'll lean in a possible primary be- 
tween the two. 

He told CNN, “In a hypothetical of 
things, both of them have my support.”

“It’s sculptural 
and dramatic in design and so thoughtfully poised 
to capture the most incredible Mecox Bay and the 
Atlantic Ocean views. Built to the highest standards, 
every detail was carefully considered and beauti- 
fully executed. This first-time offering is an absolute 
must-see.” | 
- The south-of-the-highway property is 
located in one of the most prestigious 
waterfront associations in Water Mill, 
says Morabito. The gated estate at 34 
and 30 Cobb Island Road is composed 
of two separate lots, one with the main 
house overlooking Mecox Bay and the 
Atlantic Ocean in the distance, and the 
other with a fully restored guest house. 
Plus, there are two private docks on Meyers

“Its organization of solids, voids, 
levels and angles is further informed by the site con- 
ditions, yielding a dramatic elevated form with two 
structures, each canted to frame views of the adja- 
cent marsh and the Atlantic Ocean.” 

On the east wing, is the great room with a fireplace 
that flows into the dining room, as well as the col- 
orful kitchen and master suite, while the west wing 
contains guest quarters. “Tying the two volumes 
together, a deck with living and lounging areas and 
a pool face the south,” the architect’s description 
explains. 

The custom kitchen contains Bulthaup cabinets,

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Honoring This Week’s Cover Art: 
Ted Vassilev Talks Hunt Slonem

n the cover of the November 18, 2022 issue of 

Dan's Papers and the December 2022 issue of 
Dan's Paper Palm Beach is “Totem Fly” by renowned 
artist Hunt Slonem. His first cover artwork for Dan’s 
Papers was on the cover of the debut Dan’s Paper 
Palm Beach issue in January 2022, and we're thrilled 
to feature his art once more. “Totem Fly” comes to us 
courtesy of DTR Modern Galleries — with locations 
in New York City, Palm Beach, Nantucket, Boston and 
Washington, D.C. — so we got in touch with DTR Mod- 
ern owner Ted Vassilev to discuss Slonem’s successful 
career and visions of colorful butterflies, birds and 
bunnies. 


How is this week’s cover art, Hunt Slonem’s 
“Totem Fly” (2022), representative of the ar- 
tistic voice found in Slonem’s other recent 
works? 

This is a very typical Hunt Slonem painting, having 
the dynamic brushstrokes dipped in rainbow colors, 
the butterfly as a totem creature, signifying the idea 
of personal metamorphosis and the existential notion 
of death and rebirth. It is an example of his search of 
spirituality and spiritualism which is central to his 
body of work that spreads across close to 50 years of 
artistic life. 


How does Slonem’s distinct Neo-Expres- 
sionist style set his work apart from that of his 
contemporaries? 

It.is a mistake to qualify Hunt in any particular

style. His is larger than any one particular artistic 
style in the same way that it is a common mispercep- 
tion to qualify Warhol as a “Pop” artist.*Warhol is 
primarily a conceptual artist that employs the visual 
language of Pop art. In the very same way, Hunt Slo- 
nem is a deeply conceptual artist that uses Pop, Neo- 
Expressionist, Neo-Pop, et cetera iconography and 
sensitivities. But, like Warhol, behind this there is an 
intellectual construct that defines the concept of the 
work. 


How and when did DTR Modern Galleries’ 
relationship with Slonem begin? 

My relationship with Hunt began almost 25 years 
ago when I first met him at his studio in New York’s 
West Village. I was mesmerized by the exotic and lush 
appearance of the artwork and entire surrounding en- 
vironment. From there, our professional relationship 


evolved into a long-lasting friendship.

How has Slonem’s status in the art world 
evolved since DTR Modern Galleries first ac- 
quired his work, and how do you foresee his 
career’s trajectory moving forward? 

Over the last 25 years Hunt has created an amaz- 
ing body of work, including paintings, drawings, 
sculptures and editions. We have been privileged to 
introduce him to major collections and collectors, 
being instrumental in facilitating and collaborating 
with Hunt on museum exhibitions as well as adding 
to his world-wide acclaim. Our most recent project 
was Hunt Slonem: The Bigger Picture, the extremely 
well received retrospective book published by Scala 
Arts Publishers, with contributing critics and cura- 
tors such as Lily Wei, Eleanor Heartney and in con- 
versation with Hans Ulrich Obrist. I see Hunt’s career 
evolving and expanding on the same trajectory as it 
has to date, which is to say, limitless. 


With DTR Modern Galleries locations in 
NYC, Palm. Beach, Nantucket, Boston and 
D.C., would you say that Slonem’s art appeals 
especially well to clientele in one of these mar- 
kets, or is it equally popular across the board? 

It appeals equally to our collectors across the board. 
The reason being that he is an incredible balancing 
act between exotica and “lush,” between representa- 
tion and abstraction, between spirituality and mate- 
rialism. In general, his body of work and his environ- 
ments presented together in one space represent the 
“total artwork,” or Hunt Slonem as himself.

uae artist Hans Van de Bovenkamp is ° 


opening his studio for another new group exhi- 
bition, Color, Inspiration and Process, starting with 
a special artists reception next Saturday, November 
26 from 3—6 p.m. and continuing by appointment 
through December 6. 

Curated and organized by Geralyn Lewandowski, 
the exhibition will include Van de Bovenkamp’s work 
along exciting pieces by three guest artists from the 
East End: Anahi DeCanio, Christine Matthai and 
Beth O’Donnell. 

“My focus this time was going to be people who 
connect with architects and interior designers, and 
all of these three artists, their biggest market is in 
this area,” explains Lewandowski, who local art lov- 
ers might know from her series of “Art Groove” shows 
over the last decade at Ashawagh Hall in Springs. 

She also reached out to artist Jeff Muhs, but he 
was not available, so it became an all-women show 
(besides Van de Bovenkamp) instead. Besides being 
women and connecting with architects and design- 
ers, the three artists present richly layered mixed 
media paintings. 

DeCanio’s work draws inspiration from nature as 
well as urban landscapes as she explores the juxta- 
position of feminine energy with graffiti-like tex- 
tures, patina and text. 

O’Donnell blends a variety of techniques such as 
pigmented encaustic wax on Japanese gampi rice 
paper, photography, stencil and mixed media collage 
for bold yet nuanced results. 

Matthai, whose work is quite visually separate 
from the other two, paints as a form of meditation, 
often combining spiritual influences with natural 
beauty, skillfully capturing the essence of light and 
water. 

Van de Bovenkamp, of course, is known for his ab- 
stract metal sculptures, which are on view through- 
out his studio and the surrounding 7-acre property, 
but he’s focusing on painted and drawn works on 
paper for this show, including colorful portraits. 
Lewandowski hopes he will also display some early 
works on paper in this exhibition. 

“When you go there it’s just going to be amazing,” 
she says, noting that the first Gallery @ Hans Van 
de Bovenkamp Studio group show was a huge hit in 
August. 

“Tt was so successful the first time that Hans really 
wants to do it again,” Lewandowski continues, re- 
calling the August show. “The turnout was amazing

and we raised a lot of money for Maureen’s Haven. 

“The concept here is to get different artists and 
everybody working together, and also to get a non- 
profit,” she says. 

Every artist sold work in the last show, and they 
raised about $5,000 in donations for Maureen’s Ha- 
ven, a homeless shelter and outreach organization in 
Riverhead. This time, the exhibition sales will benefit 
the Ellen Hermanson Foundation, which supports the 
fight against breast cancer and supports women suf- 
fering with the disease, raising money each year with 
the popular Ellen’s Run 5K race in Southampton. 

“Tm kind of making this up as I go along,” Lewan- 


. dowski admits, though it’s been going well so far. “I 


just thought this was a good time, this last time right 
after Thanksgiving, and then we probably won’t do 
anything until the spring,” she adds, pointing out 
that these shows are partly outdoors and won't work 
in the winter. 

Lewandowski says she also wanted to get one more 
show up because, despite its success and great turn- 
out last time, she heard from a number of people who 
missed the first show in August. “I think there are a 
lot of people who would’ve come the first time who 
will now come because they heard how amazing it

was,” she says, explaining that these exhibitions are 
all about gathering different cross sections of the 
community and getting folks together with shared 
interests. 

“This is my passion in a way. My motivation isn’t 
making a lot of money for myself, per se.

I was lucky enough to have 
lunch at the charming and 
inviting Good Ground Tavern 
on a sunny day with the light 
streaming through the large 
windows surrounding the bar 


area contiguous to the dining 
rooms. 

Our party of four was eager 
to share the many innovative 
dishes on the American cui- 
sine menu. 

The historic Canoe Place 
Inn provides breakfast, lunch 
and dinner, and we were 
ready to enjoy lunch together. 

Our meal began with 
shared delectable Neapolitan 
and mushroom personal piz- 
zas, made just how I like it 
with a crispy crust and loaded 
with cheese. We had enough 
for us all to share, but we had 
just begun! 

We then had an unusual, 
but tasty pumpkin seed hum- 
mus that is definitely worth 
ordering again! 

The friendly, informed wait- 
ress Kelly — she was wearing 
a name tag, which I appreci- 
ated — brought us our next 
dish: four round, bite-sized 
crab cakes rich with meat and 
cooked to perfection. They 


dish was the lobster roll cros- 
tini — sumptuous pieces of 
juicy lobster seasoned with 
tarragon, lemon aioli pre- 
sented on grilled sourdough.

ummer may be over, but 
one whiff of the right 
smell and you can be 
transported right back to 
a warm beach. A certain 
aroma can be reminiscent 
of a fond memory. Whether 
it’s the salty air or the scent of a fire pit, 
certain smells evoke a familiar Hamptons 
feeling even if you’ve taken off to Palm Beach 
for the winter. 

Montauk Candle Company, a family- 
owned business born out of Montauk, is 
accomplishing just that. They carefully 
craft aromatic batches and hand-pour each 
natural soy candle selling them not only on 
the East End of Long Island but to customers 
all over the country. 

“We knew that people wanted to take 
a slice of Montauk home,” says Michael 
Kirkwood of Montauk Candle Co., which was 
founded in 2014, and this is one way, he adds, 
to do that inexpensively. 

About 15 years ago, Kirkwood and _ his 
wife, Kathleen, started getting interested in 
candles. They found candles online to raise 
money for their children’s high school sports 
team. “The problem was that they were 
charging me retail prices for the candles 
and they weren’t the greatest quality, but 
there was nothing I could do about it. So 
we sold the candles, we made the money on 
that, but then I started thinking, ‘Hey, this 
went over so well, let’s try it again. We did it 
another time and then we said, ‘OK, how can 
we turn this into something that we can do 
together?” 

They started by doing their research 
online, by not only reading up on the subject 
but also watching YouTube videos. “We 


bought our first set of wax, our first set of 


wicks, our first set of containers, and we

just started experimenting with a basic wax 
melter,” he recalls. 

Kirkwood, who runs an_ advertising 
agency, knew that if they wanted to have their 
own label, the key to success was to associate 
it with a destination — a recognizable place. 

The family has had a home in Montauk 
since 1980. His father, Eugene, has been 
going out to Montauk since he was a child in 
the 1940s and began renting 30 years later, 
“when Montauk was Montauk before it was 
“discovered,” his son says. 

They decided to name each candle after 
famed and family-favorite landmarks. 

There’s Lake Montauk Lavender; Ditch 
Plains Driftwood with cedar, pine and 
sandalwood; Gin Beach Ginger Lily with top 
notes of ginger and saffron, middle notes of 
cardamom and ginger flower, and a base of 
sandalwood and musk. Fort Pond Bay Breeze 
features bergamot, bamboo and _ violet; 
Montauk Point Sea Pepper with a note profile 
of grapefruit, orange, sage, lavender, tonka 
bean, amber and oakmoss.

While they have taken creative license 
with some names and their corresponding 
smells, many are true to form. The notes of 
clove and saffron, mixed with sandalwood, 
incense and clove, and a base of smoke, 
patchouli and amber work perfectly for the 
Beach Bonfire candle. “The only way to end 
a summer night is with a beach bonfire on 
Ditch Plains Beach,” the description reads. 
“This scent brings you to those warm 
summer nights surrounded by good people, 
good vibes and good times.” 

They have also expanded the names to 
other areas of the Hamptons, such as Sag 
Harbor. 

Seasonal candles have followed. Christmas 
Hearth is perfect for the upcoming season, 
offering “a classic holiday fragrance that tells 
the story of a cozy holiday night spent sipping 
wine in front of the fireplace.” It combines 
“orange spice notes from the kitchen, fir and 
pine notes from the Christmas tree, and an 
earthy smokiness from the fireplace.” 

Michael Kirkwood is in charge of 
production, while his wife serves as the 
president of the company, and his father, 
Eugene, a veteran who spent more than 
50 years in the financial industry, is the 
head of sales but is considered the “master 
craftsman” of the family, since he makes the 
candles with Michael. 

He certainly never thought he would be 
selling candles, many times shop to shop 
— especially at his age, though it has come 
naturally. 

“I went in financial business, from 1967 
on, until about a year ago, but when I went 
to college — I went to St. John’s University in 
Jamaica, New York, and I met a guy who was 
a Bible salesman and he sold Bibles door to 
door, and he said, ‘Gene, would you wanna 
sell?’” he recalls. As a Bible salesman for three 
and a half years, he would knock on doors

and go to churches and sell them following 
Mass on Sundays. “I got a very good feel about 
working with the public and working with 
people doing that,” he says. “So it was natural 
for me to walk in the store with a candle. 

“I just started knocking on doors,” Kugene 
adds. It didn’t matter the store — florists, 
general stores, tchotchke stores and even 
bake shops. 

“I always wear my Marine Corps hat — I 
spent time in the United States Marine Corps 
going back in the ’6os. So, | felt maybe it’s 
made in the USA, it’s all USA and I sell USA. 
That’s how it started and it just continues. | 
love to do it. I love people and I love to walk 
into the store and just mention the candles.” 

Father and son hand-pour the candles — 
they come in 10-ounce and 22-ounce sizes 
— in small batches, just about “wherever 
we have to make them,” Michael says with a 
laugh. The business has grown big enough 
that they have a warehouse in Warren, New 
Jersey, but they don’t require a lot of space for 
production. 

“All we need is a hundred square feet to 
make the candles. I just have a small portion 
of that warehouse and all you need is a couple 
of electric outlets and some wax melters and 
then we have all the materials delivered to us 
when we need them,” Michael says. 

“Just imagine a big, big chowder pot that 
has a spigot on it, but it’s electric-based,” he 
adds. “You pour in the soy wax flakes and you 
set the temperature at whatever you need to 
set it at, based on the type of wax it is, and 
you just let it turn to a liquid.” 

Once a liquid has formed, they test the wax 
temperature with a thermometer. “You have 
to be careful with wax, wax can burn and 


then it affects the candle so you have to keep 
it ata certain temperature,” Michael notes. 

First, they pour the scent oil mix into the 
container and then the liquid wax on top of it, 
before agitating it for a good two minutes “so 
it flows through” and the scents blend with 
the wax. 

Using a stainless steel pitcher, they pour 
the wax into the glass containers. It takes 
about four hours for the candle to cure. 
Generally, they don’t get put on the shelves 
for 48 hours. 

Like his father, Michael had never 
envisioned getting into the candle business. 
“I did not expect to go into this, but it’s been a 
pleasant surprise,” he says. 

“I can say that it’s a very relaxing process 
and it’s a creative process,” he adds. “Most 
people don’t think of it, but you have to take 
the time to do it right and to do it well.” 

As for the relaxation part, he says it’s easy 
“to lose your thoughts for a little while, if you 
know what I mean. It takes you away from 
life a little bit for a while, and then before you 
know it, you’ve made 40 candles.” 

Their line also stands out on the market due 
toits ingredients. “We wanted to do something 
that was a little bit more sustainable than 
everybody else,” Michael says. 

“Most people don’t know that most candle 
wax that is used today is petroleum-based,” 
he explains. “What that means is that when it 
burns, you see that black soot rising, and that 
is a byproduct of petroleum.” 

They also use recycled glasses. On each is 
a label, most with drawings that correspond 
with the unique name, suchas two surfboards 
leaning against an iconic VW van for Ditch 
Plains Driftwood. Kathleen and Lulu Palmer, 


a close family friend who works for the 
company, are the creative forces, and they 
come up with the designs for new candles. 
Michael works with art directors who create 
the final image. 

The fragrances are purchased from a 
supplier by requesting certain levels of 
different ingredients — obviously they don’t 
want to give up their percentages. 

“We started with really three fragrances,” 
Michael says, “and now we're up to, at any 
given time and during production, we’re up 
to 25 different fragrances, depending on what 
customers want.” 

The business began just in the retail 
environment. The Montauk Bake Shop was 
the first to take in the candles, followed by 
Strawberry Fields Flowers & Gifts and others. 
The stores in East Hampton and Amagansett 
followed. Amber Waves Farm is one of their 
biggest clients. 

“When I was contemplating pricing with 
my dad about this and with my wife, Kathleen, 
and we were talking about it, we wanted to 
make it affordable for the wholesale retailers 
to buy it from us so they could make money,” 
Michael says. “We have a very, very affordable 
candle. I think Amber Waves is selling them 
for like $10 now. You can’t go into a T,J.Maxx 
and buy a candle under $15.” 

The online business followed when 
they simply included’ their website, 
montaukcandleco.com, on the safety sticker 
at the bottom of the candles. 

“The online business started to take off 
because people were buying them, leaving 
at the end of the season, but still wanting to 
get them,” Michael says. “So that’s a whole 
different part of the business that has grown 
from Montauk.” 

“In one summer, we went from 300 total 
candles, which we thought was fantastic, 
which was obviously a family hobby that 
turned into, I think, we’re going to do close 
to 5,000 or 6,000 candles this year,” Michael 
says. 

Montauk Candle Co. is sold throughout 
the country. “I just got an online order from 
somebody in Idaho,” Michael says. “I have 
no idea if they came out to Montauk and 
they loved it and they ordered it, or they just 
Googled it.” 

Their private label business has also 
grown. People can order them in bulk for 
weddings and the like with the customers 
designing the labels. 

“We're constantly tinkering with 
fragrances,” says Michael. “We’re always 


looking at the latest and greatest in 
sustainable wax — we just think that’s 
important.”

“This is the epitome 
of Palm Beach. This 
is the gold standard,” 
says real estate broker Dana Koch of the 
Corcoran Group of the condo at 110 Sunset 
Avenue, which he co-listed with his mother, 


Paulette Koch. 

The condo, located on the top floor, boasts 
“unparalleled ocean views” and aims to 
command a record price. At $26.5 million, it 
is the most expensive apartment for sale in 
Palm Beach. 

“These kinds of apartments come up so 
infrequently,” Koch says. “Number one, it’s 
directly on the ocean. Number two, size- 
wise, it’s a large apartment” with over 5,076

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square feet of living space — 6,376 square 
feet in total, including the terraces. Overall, 
i's significantly larger than most apart- 
ments in Palm Beach. 

Unit 4B is located in the east building of 
the boutique condominium, the Leverett 
House, one of only three direct oceanfront 
condo buildings in the center of town in 
Palm Beach. There’s no street to cross here, 


just simply go put your “toes in the sand,” 


as Koch says, or walk out the door and you 
are just steps away from restaurants and 
shopping. 

The four-bedroom, five-and-a-half-bath 
condo exudes a contemporary style, credit- 
ed to Maya Lin, the acclaimed designer and 
sculptor. She is known for her large-scale 
environmental artworks, architectural 
projects and memorial designs, including 
the Vietnam Veterans Memorial in Wash- 
ington, D.C., and the Civil Rights Memorial 
in Montgomery, Alabama. 

Lin, who is based in New York City, de- 
signed the condo for her in-laws, the late

Wolf, who bought the condo, records show, 
in 2000 for $6 million — proving just how 
much property values have skyrocketed.

September, shortly after Joy Wolf died at the 
age of 95. 

The thoughtful and “timeless” renovation 
undertaken by the Wolfs and Lin included 
knocking down walls to create an open 
main living area and capitalize on the stun- 
ning water views with floor-to-ceiling glass 
doors that lead out to the terrace, Koch says. 

Plus, “Every bedroom has a view of the 
ocean,” he continues. “No other apartment 
in town has views like this.” 

Features include brown elm millwork and 
wood paneling, pietra Cardosa stone slabs 
in the entryway, master bathrooms and 
powder room, walnut floors and wallpaper 
that is a form of grasscloth. 

Another standout feature is that there 


are “tons of wall space for artwork,” mak- 
ing it perfect for an art collector, Koch 
says. Throughout the apartment, there are 
“wonderful ceiling heights,” he adds. “If you 
know Palm Beach, you know there are lots 
of apartments that have eight-foot ceilings. 
Nine-foot ceilings are a big deal.” 

Plus, the building offers privacy. It is just 
one of six units in the east building (the west 
building has 15 units in total). The three 
condos that face south share an elevator 
that opens to a private vestibule. There are 
two pools in the complex, and this condo 
also comes with its own 150-foot air-condi- 
tioned cabana, one of just six. 

Amenities include a full-time doorman, a 
gym and a full-time manager.

Last season, Behind ‘The Hedges reported 
that the Koch team listed the most expen- 
sive condo at the time at $21.75 million.

Wines to Pair with Thanksgiving Dinner

A Thanksgiving fast approaches, many wine 
columnists will write about what wine pairs 
best with turkey. Often times, pinot noir will come 
up as the big winner. But keep in mind these factors: 
turkey is both white meat and dark meat, and it’s 
usually not the only dish served on Thanksgiving. 
And, finally, there are white wine drinkers that pre- 
fer to stick with whites regardless of the menu. Here 
are three crowd-pleasing white wines that comple- 
ment turkey and all its fixings, and two red wines to 
consider this Thanksgiving. 


White Wines 
The first wine is the 2020 Unanime Chardonnay. 


- This Argentinian wine is a delightful chardonnay. If 


you are accustomed to heavy, over-oaked, buttery 
chardonnays that are common in California, this 
wine is an extremely pleasant surprise. Notes on the 
nose and palate include spiced-apple, ripe-mango, 
banana and nutmeg. It is medium-bodied with a 


lovely, lush mouth feel without being heavy. Not be- 
ing heavy is important when the food is the star. It 
has wonderful, crisp acidity throughout. Interest- 
ingly, 50% of this wine is fermented in oak, and 50% 
is fermented in concrete eggs. Concrete eggs do not 
impart any flavors to the wine as oak does, but they 
are slightly porous letting in a very small amount of 
oxygen, and they soften the texture of the wine. This 
lovely wine retails for $25. 

. Next wine is the 2021 Bridge Lane Sauvignon 
Blanc. This is a very agreeable sauvignon blanc. It is 
citrusy and fruit forward without being aggressive 
and will complement, not compete, with your meal. 
It’s smooth, a trait oftentimes missing in many sau- 
vignon blancs, and has low minerality, plus a very 
pleasing finish. This wine retails for $16. 

Finally, the 2020 Peconic Bay Vineyards Riesling. 
This is a higher end, off-dry and supremely balanced 
riesling. Often times when rieslings come to mind 
people think of sweet, one note, starter wines that 
white wine drinkers may have started out drinking, 
but grew away from as time went on. This appealing 
wine however might change that school of thought. 
‘Tts flavors are fresh, and it is not at all cloying. The 
finish is crisp, clean, and evocative of a lemon drop. 
This wine retails for $30. 


Red Wines 

If you inquire in your-local wine store about which 
reds would go best with your Thanksgiving dinner, 
you will likely be directed to pinot noirs or possibly 
Chiantis as they are both supremely food friendly 
wines. Many of those wines are light- to medium- 
bodied, and most have long, dry, often bright and 
fresh finishes that enhance foods by cutting through 
fat and heaviness. But pinot noirs and Chiantis are 
not your only options. : 

A Long Island wine that can easily rival any pi- 
not noir or Chianti in the area of food friendliness 
is the 2014 Ben’s Blend from McCall's Vineyard. 
Winemaker Gilles Martin crafts this Bordeaux 
style blend with cabernet sauvignon, merlot, caber- 
net franc and petit verdot. The wine is aged for 18 
months in French oak and this dry, flavorful blend 
is only produced during excellent vintages, that is 
years where the grapes are at their best. The flavors 
are an artful blend of fresh cherry, coffee, earth and 
very light notes of bittersweet chocolate. This wine 
complements, not competes, with food. It retails for 
$62 and drinks like an old-world wine worth every 
penny. | 

If you'd like to have some wine with your des- 
sert, or wine instead of dessert, the 2015 Cabernet 
Port from Pindar is an excellent choice. Made from 
cabernet grapes that have been aged in small oak 
barrels for two years, this Port wine has flavors off 
toffee, chocolate and ripe cherry. The ripe cherry 
flavor actually keeps this sweet wine from being too 
sweet. Enjoy it with coffee, dessert, cheesecake and 
cannolis. This wine retails for $29.

New Moon Cafe Owner Ronnie Campsey: 


A Hamptons ds

t’s Friday night in late summer in the hamlet of 

East Quogue, and the New Moon Cafe is packed, 
just like it’s been on a lot of late-summer nights 
stretched across a lot of years. 

The guitar player picks out the first few notes of a 
Neil Young song that everybody knows. A bachelor- 
ette party rolls in. At the bar, three ladies who had 
their own bachelorette parties a long, long time ago 
smile in unison, then finish up the last of their tacos 
and order a fresh round of drinks. Next to them, 
a lobsterman relaxes with a pint and a burger. He 
smiles too, and nods to one of the girls in the bridal 
party. He went to high school with her dad. 

Over in a secluded little corner facing the street, 
a couple in their early 20s is snuggling. They have 
a visitor at their table. He has long gray hair cas- 
cading out from under his cowboy hat like some 
kind of aging hippie biker. The couple, who look like 
they just came from an Abercrombie & Fitch photo 
shoot, are smiling. So is their visitor. 

“Excuse me, folks, I hope youre enjoying your- 
selves,” the hippie biker says. “I just want to let you 
know that you're sitting at the Love Table. There’s 
something about this spot. Lots of young lovers get 
together here, and not so long ago, a couple who sat 
right at this table on their first date ended up getting 
married.” 

The couple has just had a close encounter with 
Ron “Ronnie” Campsey: decorated Vietnam War 


hero, beloved community philanthropist, local leg- 


end, and since 1979, the owner and proprietor of the 
New Moon Cafe, arguably the single most impor- 
tant gathering spot in East Quogue. 

Cut to one week before Veterans Day ona stunning 
and unseasonably warm fall afternoon. Campsey 
is working on a scrapbook as the sun streams in 
through a window facing New Moon’s courtyard. 
He’s recounting a seminal moment in his life: 

It’s 1967 in Loc Ninh, Vietnam. Campsey, then 
25 years old, is on patrol with his unit: ist Division, 
ist Battalion, 18th Infantry, Delta Company, known 
collectively as “The Big Red One.” 

“My unit had never been in face-to-face combat,” 
he explains. “To us, it was like playing cowboys 
and Indians ... An RPG (rocket-propelled grenade) 
round hit the rubber tree I was standing behind and 
blew it to hell — and it took me with it ... My face and 
my arm were numb, my uniform was shredded ... 
The medic said, ‘Campsey, I thought you were dead,’ 
and he pulled me back. I-asked him if my arm and 
leg were still attached. He had to tell me that they 
were.” 

Campsey suffered multiple injuries, including a 
fractured vertebrae and severe shrapnel wounds, 
but rather than sitting out the rest of the battle and 
getting the treatment he needed, he continued fight- 
ing on that day in Loc Ninh. A short time later, he 
was involved in a ferocious firefight where he dis- 
played a level of bravery and selflessness in combat 


that ultimately earned him a Silver Star for Gal- 
lantry, two Bronze Stars for Heroism and a Purple 
Heart. 

While his experiences in Vietnam dna him in 
many ways, Campsey refused to let his trauma con- 
sume him. He worked to overcome his physical and 
psychological wounds. Part of the healing process 
involved codifying his thoughts on the Vietnam 
War — and the essence of war in general. When he 
marches in veterans parades or takes part in activi- 
ties that call for placards or banners, Campsey car- 
ries a sign printed with his own words: 

WHY I LOVE AMERICA 

I march for those who are with me whose voices 
can no longer be heard 

For the families who lost so much to war 

Every day is Memorial Day for them 

I hope the young men and women will stand up 
and ask “WHY?” 

When the sabres of war come rattling again. 

A key part of Campsey’s healing process also in- 
volved giving back to the community he’s lived in 
for 45 years. 

He works extensively with veterans organizations, 
but his community service does not end there. For 
two decades, he’s provided a full Thanksgiving meal 
at no charge to hundreds of local seniors — veterans 
and non-veterans alike. For the first 10 years or so, 
he and his staff cooked the food on premises and 
served it at the bar — along with two free cocktails 
per meal. Eventually, Campsey and a team of vol- 
unteers began hand-delivering the meals to those 
most in need. And during the early stages of the 
pandemic, even with his business suffering and po- 
tential bankruptcy looming, Campsey gage feed 
needy families for free. 

He has also established the New Moon Cafe as 
the de facto spot the East Quogue community turns 
to for charity events and fundraisers. The restau- 
rant space and the food are always provided es of 
charge. 

“Ron Campsey loves the community so much, and 
the community adores him,” says Casey Ryckman, a 
longtime East Quogue resident and one of the orga- 
nizers of a recent benefit at New Moon. 

Ryckman notes that not only did Campsey donate 
the use of the restaurant and provide the food at 
no charge to the organization, he also personally 
helped serve the guests. 

Campsey has earned his status as a pillar of the 
East Quogue community. But to become a true lo- 
cal legend, you need a bit of a rogue streak — anda 
touch of controversy. In Campsey’s case, that con- 
troversy came in 1990. 

Campsey was living in the apartment on New 
Moon — the same apartment where he raised his 
four children and where he still lives today with his 
wife, Shana. He was arrested in New Moon’s dining 
room and summarily perp-walked out of the build- 
ing. He was booked on two charges: theft of cable 
services and possession of burglar’s tools. The latter

charge made it sound like Campsey was caught hid- 
ing a set of bolt cutters and lockpicking gear. The re- 
ality was a lot more innocuous. Based on the law as 
written, the “burglar’s tools” in question turned out 
to be the coaxial cables that ran from the upstairs 
apartment to the bar’s TV sets. 

Campsey doesn’t deny that he received free ser- 
vice from Cablevision for a period of time: The rest 
of the story involves cops, lawyers, judges, corpo- 
rate vengeance and lots of local newspaper cover- 
age — all of which helped burnish his legend among 
East Quogue residents old enough to remember the 
details. 

Campsey’s own memory of the specifics of the Ca- 
blevision case is a little fuzzy these days. But after 
a mistrial, a successful countersuit and lots of ne- 
gotiation, he managed to walk away free and clear. 

Now 80 years old and planning for the last 
chapters of his remarkable life, Campsey is asked 
whether he’d ever consider selling the restaurant 
he’s owned and operated for almost five decades 
— a place of monumental importance to the East 
Quogue community. 

“We've talked about selling, but I’ve been visit- 
ing tables and welcoming people for 45 years,” he 
says. “In the outside world, I could never pay for the 
things I get in here.”

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NO ONE WANTS TO WEATHER A STORM OF TRAGEDY AND CRISIS ALONE. 


No biblical figure endures as much trauma and suf- 
fering as Job. All his life Job was upright and pros- 
perous, and in an instant, he loses everything. Job’s 
wealth, children and physical health are all taken 

from him, and in his misery, he wrestles to understand 
why. Through chapter after chapter, Job wrestles with 
questions of theodicy, that is how a benevolent God could 
permit the injustice of his own suffering. Finally, after chapters 
and chapters of Job struggling to understand it all, “God answers Job from the 
tempest” (Job 38:1). “Why a tempest?” ask the ancient rabbis, because “it is with 
a tempest that God strikes us, and with a tempest that God heals us” (Midrash 
Tanchuma, Beshalach 23). 

I struggled for a long time to understand how the very same storm that strikes 
us might just be the very same storm that heals us. It all started to make sense 
to me when one of my congregants was stricken with cancer. He endured gruel- 
ing bouts of chemotherapy and radiation that left him weak and barely able to 
take care of himself. When his estranged son heard that he was suffering, he 
put aside their differences and came to the aid of his father. The son visited the 
father just about every single day during his treatments. They repaired their 
relationship during these visits, and again became close. The father commented 
to me: “If I had the choice of never having had cancer, I would choose the cancer. 
It was all worth it to heal my relationship with my son.” The same tempest that 
caused him so much suffering and pain, healed a part of him that needed repair. 

In William Shakespeare’s play The Tempest, the character Trinculo finds him- 
self in the midst of raging thunder. He takes refuge under the cloak of Caliban, 
a deformed islander, as the two huddle together. “Misery acquaints a man with 
strange bedfellows,” writes Shakespeare. In other words, when the storm ap- 
proaches, our fears and vulnerability incubate opportunities of connection and 
healing with others. 

At some point, all of us will find ourselves in the tempest. After the storm 
passes, we might ask ourselves: “How can I use this brokenness as an opportu- 
nity to make other parts of our lives whole?” 


END LIVING 


In my years. as a pastor, I’ve noticed a fascinat- 
ing phenomenon that relates to the coloration 
between external circumstances and a person’s 
spiritual condition. I have encountered people 

who endure profound suffering, and yet seem to 

have an indefatigable cheerfulness — a stubborn 

optimism — a persistent disposition of kindness. 

Sometimes, you find someone who has every reason to be 

bitter, and yet, they radiate joy. Conversely, I’ve encountered people who, 

from the outside, appear to have every reason to be happy, and yet are 
embittered at every turn. 

Suffering and adversity are unavoidable aspects of life on the planet. 
And certainly, it seems that some people inexplicably endure more than 
their fair share of difficulty. The question of “why?” is one of the enduring 
quandaries of philosophers, theologians and poets throughout the ages. 
And while there are many good answers to be found, personally, I’ve yet 
to find one that completely satisfies me. : 

Perhaps rather than asking why we suffer, we are better off to ask what 
we should do while we suffer. It may be that God has allowed us to suffer 
that we might find some inner strength. It may be that our suffering has 
been heaped upon us by unfair and ungodly forces against God’s will. It 
may be that we have brought suffering upon ourselves through our own 
mistakes and misdeeds. But whatever the case may be, we can be certain 
that God has not abandoned us in our suffering. How is it that some en- 
dure suffering with an underlying sense of joy and gratitude, while others 
are embittered even amid good fortune and abundant blessings. I believe 
it is a matter of disposition. If we can cultivate within ourselves a disposi- 


_ tion of gratitude and trust in God, perhaps even our most painful experi- 


ences can bring about profound blessings.

Ce Mayo Clinic has described teen 
depression as a serious mental 
health problem that causes a persistent 
feeling of sadness and loss of interest in 
activities. 

It affects how a teenager thinks, feels 
and behaves and can cause emotional, 
psychological and physical problems. 
Issues such as peer pressure, family 
problems, academic expectations and 
changing bodies can bring a lot of ups 
and downs for teenagers. For some 
teens, the lows are more than just tem- 
porary feelings. They're symptoms of 
clinical depression. 

Untreated depression can have se- 
rious consequences. Fortunately, for 
most teens, depression symptoms ease 
with counseling and, for some, a combi- 
nation of therapy and medication. 

Emotional changes and dramatic 
shifts of feelings and thoughts during 
these times may include: 

— Feelings of sadness, which can 
include crying spells for no apparent 
reason 

— Loss of interest and pleasure in in- 
volvements and activities 

— Feeling hopeless or feeling a sense 
of emptiness 

— Feelings of worthlessness or de- 
bilitating guilt 

— Low self-esteem 

— Fixation on past failures or exag- 
gerated self-blame and self-criticism 

— Sleeping too much or not enough 

— Loss of appetite 

— Trouble thinking, making deci- 
sions, concentrating and remembering 
things 

— Dramatic increase in use of alcohol 
or drugs, including prescription and 
over-the-counter medication 

— Social isolation 

— Paying less attention to personal 
hygiene or appearance

— Angry outbursts, disruptive or 
risky behavior or other acting-out be-

— An ongoing feeling 
that prospects for life and 
the future are grim and 
hopeless 

— Increased and/or

Dear Antonio, 

What a brave young man you are for 
writing to me. I am so glad that I con- 
vinced you — and hopefully the other

We all go through 
so many ups and downs in our lives 
and we need to remind ourselves that 
we don’t need to take this journey on 
our own. Thank you for sharing 
what’s going on in your life 
and for trusting me to try 
and help you. 
It makes perfect sense 
that you are feeling de- 


ents’ divorce, even though 
you say they fought a lot and 
that your father was verbally 
and physically abusive to both you and 
your mother. Divorce is like a death 
and most people go through a number 
of different stages including (not neces- 
sarily in any particular order): denial, 
anger, depression and, finally, accep- 
tance.

Do you have a few or even one close 
friend you can trust who may have gone 
through a similar situation who you 
can to talk to? Since you're a student at 
East Hampton High School, you should 
know that there are a number of really 
good counselors who I know would be 
able to help you get your life back on 
track. Reaching out to me was a really 
good first step. 

Now it’s time to find someone who 
you can talk to on a regular basis — 
until you start to feel better. Would you 
consider attending a group for other 
young people who are dealing with the 
pain of family divorce? What’s clear to 
me is that right now you need support!

English 
Country 
Home

hris Mead, owner of English 

Country Home in Bridgehamp- 
ton, has been a fixture on the East 
End interior design scene for the bet- 
ter part of four decades. But when he 
immigrated to the United States from 
his native England as a young man, he 
didn’t come in search of mid-century 
modern nightstands or vintage farm- 
house dining tables. 

“I came to New York because it was 
the center of the universe for photog- 
raphy at the time,” Mead explains, 
rattling off a who’s who of boldface 
names, including Irving Penn, Art 
Kane, Helmut Newton, Richard Ave- 
don and Francesco Scavullo. 

While working as an assistant pho- 
tographer in London shooting interi- 
ors and fashion, Mead lined up a job 
in New York City, apprenticing for the 
legendary Helmut Newton. As his ca- 
reer progressed, he went on to publish 
over a dozen books of his own photog- 
raphy, including a volume on Ameri- 
can country antiques. 

Mead’s path to the world of retail 
home décor and interior design was 
partly a natural progression from 
his work on his American coun- 
try book and partly an accident of 
circumstance. 

“I had bought a house in Noyac 
before I started doing the book, and 
then I went all over the United States 
photographing antiques dealers,” he 
notes. “By the time I got home, I had 
furnished my entire house.” 

Though Mead didn’t have formal 
training in interior design, the aes- 
thetic he created using country an- 
tiques from across the U.S. caught 
the eye of a well-known home décor

publication. 

When House Beautiful magazine 
did an eight-page spread on Mead’s 
self-decorated East End _ country 
home, his professional future began 
to reveal itself. 

Soon after the House Beautiful 


spread appeared, Mead more or less. 


officially embarked on a new career — 
with a little help from a friend. 

“I had a girlfriend who always 
wanted an antiques store, and so on 
the weekends we opened a store in the 
Hamptons on Jobs Lane,” he says. “As 
the photography slowed down, the an- 
tiques picked up.” 

The original store has been rel- 
egated to Hamptons real estate his- 
tory, having long ago been replaced 
by English. Country Home’s current 
location in Bridgehampton. And al- 
though Mead still lovingly curates a 
5,000-square-foot barn stuffed to the 
gills with antiques from all over the 
world, the store has evolved to pri- 
marily feature modern, postmodern 
and country pieces, with just a smat- 
tering of antiques on display at any 
particular time. 

_ Tucked behind a gas station a cou- 
ple of doors north of County Road 39 
near the side entrance to Bridgehamp- 
ton Commons, the shop’s entrance is 
fronted by a collection of massive urns 
from the Greek island of Crete and a 
powder-blue, 1950s-era Ford pickup 
truck that Madonna once tried to buy 
from Mead’s wife and business part- 


ner, the artist Zoé Hoare. 

Why wasn’t Hoare interested in sell- 
ing the truck (one of several similar 
vehicles the couple owns) to a former 
international superstar and one of the 
most famous people in the western 
hemisphere? 

“She can’t get everything she wants,” 
Mead’s wife told him, definitively nix- 
ing the transaction. 

To walk into the front door of 
English Country Home is to be bom- 
barded by the sheer magnitude of ... 
stuff. There are fascinating pieces ev- 
erywhere — lots and lots of them; fur- 
niture of all kinds, lighting, wall art, 
rugs, upholstery and more. As packed 
with merchandise as the store is, the 
mix makes perfect sense. It’s stimu- 
lating to stand there in the middle of 
it all, but also oddly serene. 

Is it minimalist? Definitely not. 


Ornate? Nope. Hamptons chic? Not 


exactly. Beachy? Kind of, but not over- 
archingly so. The place just exudes 
good taste. From everywhere. All at 
once. 

When asked to try to put some 
kind of label on the design aesthetic 
of his store, Mead pauses. He finally 
settles on, “Eclectic ..: something for 
everybody.” 

Over the years, Mead’s tiber-tasteful 
and eclectic design sense has helped 
English Country Home build a fiercely 
loyal following that extends well be- 
yond the East End. To complement 
the store’s retail and online business, 


Mead and Hoare provide comprehen- 
sive interior design services to trade 
professionals and homeowners from 
Aspen to Palm Beach (Mead owns a 
home in Miami). 

The store’s huge inventory is bol- 
stered by a 30,000-square-foot ware- 
house full of merchandise that gets 
rotated in and out to complement the 
pieces on display. 

We have different styles, differ- - 
ent vignettes, we're always changing 
things around,” Mead says. “Our cus- 
tomers know that. I have people that 
come every Saturday morning at 8:30 
to get ideas. 

“We're basically able to furnish 
core houses directly from the store,” 
he continues. “People come in and 
say, ‘Oh, I love everything. What I 
generally do then is tell them to walk 
around and put dots on everything 
they like. Then we create a storyboard 
with the pieces they’ve chosen. 

“You can tell a designer what you 
want,” he notes. “But until you see it, 
it’s probably not what you really want. 
The way we do it often makes it a very 
sped-up process.” . 

Summing up the relationship so 
many of his customers have with his 
shop, Mead recounts the story of a 
longtime client who owns a summer 
home on the East End: 

“She tells me that every time she 
comes to the Hamptons, first she goes 
to the ocean, then she comes to Eng- 
lish Country.”

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Rebecca Seawright: Superlative Assemblymember

ebecca Seawright is a distinguished member of 

he New York State Assembly representing New 
York’s Upper East Side, Yorkville and Roosevelt Is- 
land. Assemblywoman Seawright is a pioneer: the 
first woman to represent the 76th District in the 
legislative body. As an outspoken champion for her 
133,000 constituents, Seawright is a power broker 
and a fighter for the City of New York. 

Elected in 2014, Assemblywoman Seawright hit 
the ground running, and quickly became a force in 
the state Legislature. She currently sits on the power- 
ful Assembly Committee of Ways and Means and the 
Committee on Education, among others. As a vocal 
and influential member, Seawright’s impact is felt in 
her home borough of Manhattan, from Montauk to 
Buffalo, and everywhere in between. 

“My philosophy of government is linked to improv- 
ing the lives of all of my constituents,” she says. “Being 
responsive and helping them with their critical needs, 
or to overcome challenges, is paramount. At the same 
time, we must fight to bring needed resources from 
and reforms to Albany and ensure vital programs, 
services and protection of rights and safety. 

“For example, some of the best ideas for legislation 
come directly from my constituents,” she continues. 
“After learning about a health issue from a neighbor, 
we passed a bill to require that insurance companies 
cover 3D mammographies for women and men, which 
was signed into law and is now being modeled across 
the country. It’s a great example of how everyday New 
Yorkers can impact the legislative process.” 

In 2021, Seawright was appointed by the speaker 
of the Assembly to serve in the body’s leadership. She 
chairs the Assembly’s Majority Steering Commit- 
tee. Before this role, she was appointed secretary of 
the Majority Conference and chair of the Task Force 
on Women’s Issues. She is also the former chair of 
the Assembly’s Subcommittee on Consumer Fraud 
Protection. 

The Steering Committee operates with the inten- 


tion of building consensus among the Democratic. 


majority members in the body. Building consen- 
sus, which is oftentimes no easy task, is critical to 
the passage of legislation into law. In this capac- 
ity, Seawright is involved with key bills requiring 
mediation. 

“Being effective and a strong voice for my constitu- 
ents continues to drive me,” she says. “In my district, 
we have some of the best public schools in the nation, 
located on the Upper East Side, so fighting for our fair 
share of resources for education is always important 
to me. Also, we have the largest concentration of hos- 
pitals in the state — eight in total — sitting on the wa- 
ter by the East Side Esplanade. I work with advisory 
committees, made up of community members, and I 
feel very fortunate to represent this district with so 
much to offer. 

“The hospitals are the leading economic engines 
that power not only the Upper East Side, but also 
much of the New York economy,” Seawright contin-

ues. “Strengthening and improving access to quality 
health care for my community and all New Yorkers is 
a major priority.” 

During the pandemic, Seawright launched Town 
Hall Tuesday and held 50 sessions featuring nation- 
ally prominent guests like Dr. Peter Michalos, Dr. 
Jeffrey Fisher and CUNY Chancellor Felix V. Matos 
Rodriguez. 

Throughout her near-decade in office, Seawright 
has championed countless pieces of legislation that 
have benefitted the lives of hardworking New Yorkers. 
Some of her most notable accomplishments include 
sponsoring the Clean Waterways Fund, which was 
signed into law by the governor. The environmental 
organization, the League of Conservation Voters, has 
consistently awarded her a 100 rating in its annual 
ranking of legislators. 

She is also the lead sponsor of an important piece 


of legislation that would guarantee that New York’s. 


students can openly learn about LGBT curricula, a 
nation-leading and historic measure for the casi: 
community. 

Seawright also touts her role in in. supporting the 
completion of the Second Avenue subway line, which 
has helped to revitalize the local economy on the East 
Side, as well as expanding access to public transit. 
Her government office, she says, is located right by a 
post office and bus stop where many gather to refill 
their MetroCards, affording her the opportunity to 
assist them with their needs in an effective way. 

As the elected representative for this portion of 
Manhattan, Seawright has dedicated her life to public 
service. Her efforts have been lauded by her peers and 
constituents alike, which have earned her prestigious 
recognitions, ranging from the 2022 Schneps Media 
Power Women of Manhattan Award to the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art’s 13th Annual Women’s Award. 
She was also given the Leadership Award by the New 
York City Board of Rabbis for her work to combat hate 
crimes. 

“We passed two bills, one last session and one this 


session, to combat hate crimes in our community,” 
she says. “My campaign and government offices were 
targets of anti-Semitic attacks. I am committed to 
combatting hate crimes in New York, which is why 
I hold forums, speak with constituents and fight 
against anti-Semitism in every way.” 

Seawright serves in the legislative body that is often 
referred to as “The People’s House.” With 150 mem- 
bers fromall regions of New York, Seawright sees it as 
her mission to advocate for her communities. While 
it is easy to get lost in a body of this size, Seawright’s 
voice is heard clearly, her positions are respected and 
her influence understood by her colleagues in aieceg® 
ment. 

Among the many bills that Seawright has intro- 
duced or sponsored is the Equal Rights Amendment, 
which included language that was added to the state’s 
constitution to ensure that equal rights are observed. 
She is the lead sponsor. Passing an amendment to 
the constitution of New York is no small feat, Seaw- 
right says, and the amendment gained broad support 
within the body. . 

“When the governor called a special session in 
July, one of the two bills on the agenda was the Equal 
Rights Amendment,” she says. “The New York State 
constitution has not been amended since 1938, which 
is surprising for a progressive state like New York. 
We are very pleased with this bill's passage. It needs 
to pass two cycles consecutively before it can go be- 
fore the voters, and we — it to be on the ballot in 
2024.” 

When speaking of her inspiration, Séavirtetal 
highlights many who have “gone before her.” Among 
names like Ann Richards, Shirley Chisholm and 
Sarah Weddington, Seawright gives special recogni- 
tion to the late East Ender, Edie Windsor. Windsor, 
whose name is well known to many in Southampton 
and across the country, was a pioneer whose life of 
advocacy propels Seawright’s efforts in elected office. 

“I think of champions like Edie Windsor, or Sarah 
Weddington — who argued Roe v. Wade and remains | 
the youngest person ever to argue and win before 
the U.S. Supreme Court,” she says. “When we passed 
the Equal Rights Amendment in July, which ensures 
reproductive freedom in New York, I dedicated its 
passage to Sarah, as a continuance of her mission for 
equal rights for all.” 

While Seawright’s constituency resides in Manhat- 
tan, she says, many find time to seek refuge on the 
East End. She spends a portion of her time here, be 
it supporting charities or helping to raise money for 
worthy causes. 

“Spending time on the East End is a wonderful 
opportunity to get involved in causes, like the Edie 
Windsor Health Center,” Seawright says. “I encour- 
age my constituents to consider supporting a cause 
when they visit the South Fork.” 

In 2022, Seawright was elected to her fifth term in 
the New York State Assembly. She ran unopposed.
